a plurality of annular segments arranged axiallv successively and 
interconnected to form with a tubular support frame; (2) cons i st i ng of ax i a ll y 
succoss i vo l y fo ll ow i ng, i ntorconnoctod annular segments (3, A, 5), wh i ch support 
fram e (2) i s surround e d on i ts outs i d e by 

one or more deflection elements coupled to at least one of the plurality of 
annular segments and positioned on a circumference of the tubular support frame; 

a thread (44^ at least partially encircling the tubular support frame outside of 
the circumference of the tubular support frame, the thread having a first end and 
second end that charactor i zod i n that the thread ends (12, 13) are each guided by 
one of the one or more deflection elements v i a a d e f le ct i on (1 4 ) from the outside of 
the tubular support frame into a position inside the tubular support frame;-^ 

wh e r e th e y ar e coup le d by a connector (47) positioned inside the tubular 
support frame to securely couple together the first and second thread ends, wherein 
displacement of the connector relative to the stent along a longitudinal axis of the 
stent results in contraction of at least two of the plurality of annular segments . 

2. (Currently amended) The stent according to claim 1, wherein the first 
and second ends of the thread are guided by the same deflection element 
charactor i zod i n that tho dof l oct i on (14) i s rea li zed at l oast ono dof l oct i on o l omont 
(1 5, 1 6; 1 9, 20; 22, 23; 26, 27) provided on an annu l ar segment (3, 4 ) . 
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3. (Currently amended) The stent according to claim 1 ©f-2, wherein the 
first end of the thread is guided by a first of the one or more deflection elements and 
the second end of the thread is guided by a second of the one or more deflection 
elements, wherein the first deflection element and second deflection element are 
positioned at charact e r i z e d i n that th e d e f le ct i on (14) i s formed by two d e f le ct i on 
ele m e nts (15, 16; 19, 20; 22, 23; 26, 27) arrang e d on th e c i rcumf e r e nc e of th e 
support fram e (2) w i th an interval {A) from one another. 

4. (Currently amended) The stent according to on e of claim[[s]] 1 te-3, 
wherein the charact e r i z e d i n that th e d e f le ct i on (14) i s one or more deflection 
elements are provided on the an end-side annular segment (3), viewed in the 
direction of the longitudinal axis (L) of the stent. 

5. (Currently amended) The stent according to on e of claim[[s]] 1 to 4 , 
charact e r i z e d i n that wherein the one or more deflection elements are positioned (44) 
i s arrang e d on the an inner side, facing the middle of the stent, of the annular 
segment (3). 

6. (Currently amended) The stent according to on e of claim[[s]] 3 1 to 4 , 
charact e r i z e d i n that th e d e f le ct i on (14) i s form e d by two d e f le ct i on ele m e nts (19, 20; 
22, 23) of wh i ch a wherein the first deflection element (19; 22) is arranged on the 
inner side, facing the middle of the stent, of an annular segment (3) and that the 
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second deflection element (20; 23) is arranged on the outer side of the annular 
segment (3). 

7. (Currently amended) The stent according to on e of claim[[s]] 4-te 3, 
charact e r i z e d i n that th e d e f le ct i on CM) i s form e d by two d e f le ct i on ele m e nts (26, 27) 
of wh i ch a wherein the first deflection element {2§) is provided on the an end-side 
annular segment {3), viewed in the direction of the longitudinal axis (t) of the stent, 
and a the second deflection element (27-) is provided on the an adjacent annular 
segment (4). 

8. (Currently amended) The stent according to on e of claim[[s]] 1 to 7 , 
charact o r i z e d i n that wherein the connector (17) cons i sts of comprises a material 
visible in x-rays. 

9. (Currently amended) The stent according to on e of claim[[s]] 1 te-8, 
charact e r i z e d i n that further comprising additional guide elements (28) ar e prov i d e d 
m coupled to the tubular support frame-(2-). 

10. (Currently amended) The stent according to on e of claim[[s]] 1 te-9, 
charact e r i z e d i n that wherein the plurality of annular segments (3, A, 5) are formed by 
struts (6, 7) that follow one another in an endless, corrugated manner and wherein 
tha4 adjacent annular segments (3, A, 9) are coupled by connector struts (8, 8') . 
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11. (Currently amended) The stent according to ene-of claim[[s]] 4-49-10, 

charact e r i z e d i n that wherein each connector strut (8, 8') comprises a longitudinal 

section-(9) running substantially parallel to the longitudinal axis (J=) of the stent and 

comprises a strut section (40) aligned transversely to the connector strut l att e r and 

configured in one of a U shape of and a V shape. 
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
